Resolved, That in adverting to the means of 


supporting such a war, we behold an exhausted 
treasury, which, a few months since was affirm- 
ed to be overflowing, and to supply its deficien- 
cy, loans proposed, to be followed by exactions 
and direct taxes; a defenceless coast, an army 
composed of the hardy sons of the north, drag- 
gedtothe unwholesome climate of the south, 
und there perishing in the bogs and fens of Lou- 
isiena; the remnant exhibiting a mournful re- 
ault of ili-directed counsels. ‘Thus circumstan- 
ced, the inevitable consequence would be an al- 
liance with France, a foreign power already gi- 
gantic, and which, having subjugated continen- 
tal Europe, and extinguished every republic on 
earth except our own, menaces the subjugation 
of the worid.

Our commerce though exposed to many priva- 
ions and interruptions from the belligerent pow-

cean. By these fatal measures our commer- 
ial and agricultural interests were on the bri vk 
of ruin, industry was paralised and public spirit 
depressed. The many specious pretexts that 
have been resorted to by the dominant party in 
support of those Utopian measures, evidently 
shews that the real causes for their adoption 
have never been assigned by them.

Law Intelligence. 

The followimg decision on the patent right of 
Mr. Oviver Evans, of Philadelphia, was piven 
at the last session of the Circuit Court of the U- 
nited S.ates, held by. Judges Washington and 
Peters. 

Oxriver Evawnsvs. JounN Wetss 


This was an action on the case for a violation 
of the plaintitf’s patent right, and came on upon 





the following case agreed : 

The plaintiff being the inventor of the im- 
provements in the manufacture of flour, hereaf- 
ter mentioned, and the patent right forthe same 
by him heretofore obtained having been declar- 
ed by the court void in the action of the said E- 
vans against Chambers ; and the time for which 
the said patent was granted having also run out, 
an act of congress, entitled an act for the relicf 
of Oliver Evans, wags passed on the 21st Janua- 
ry, 1808—in constquence of which, the said Ol- 
iver dulv obtained letters patent, bearmg date 
the Qist Januarys 1808 ; notice whereof was &iv- 
en to ihe defendant m February last. 

On the 7th May, 1802, during the continuance 
of the former patent, the deiendant purchased 
of the plaintiff a right to use the said improve- 
ment at his mill, on Wissahiccon creck, in Phil- 
adelphia county, in this district, for one wheel 
and pair of stones ; but prior to the passing said 
act of congress, he had applied and used, and 
continues to apply and use the same improve- 
ments, for two wheels and two pair of stones in 
the same mill—The question submitted, is 
whether the d-fendant is liable for damages, 
for the usc of said improvements, in application 
io thiis second wheel and paw of st since 
the act of the 22d January, and whether if so he 
is hable before notice from the p! If the 
opinions of the court be in f.vour of the plaintiff’

Judge Washington delivered the opinion of the

It is contended by the plaintiff, that the de- 
fendantis liabie for using the plainutl’s improve- 
ment, in application to the second and 
pair of stoms, since the 22d January, 1808, o:

received notive of the plaintiff’s patent; because 
the praogiso in the act passed onthe Dist Janua- 
ry, 18v8, for the relief of Oliver Es 
only to cases Of improvements ¢ 
or uscd prior to the passage uf said law, :

for using after the issuin rot the patent, under 
ties law, an improvement erected prior thereto. 

On the other side it is insisted that such a 
construction would render this an ex post facto 
law, and consequently repugnant to the consti- 
tution. To avcid which, it would be so constru- 
ed, as to connect with the use of the improve- 
ment the erection of it, subsequent to the grant 
of the patent. 

Although the court at the last term, and upon 
the first argument, felt strongly inclined to give 
it the construction contended for by the defend- 
ant; vet upon further reflection, we are satisfied 
that we should do a violence to the words which 
no rule of construction should warrant. 

The words of that proviso are, “ that no per- 
son who shall have used the said improvement, 
or have erected the same for use, before the is- 
suing of the said Patent, shall be liable to dam- 
uges therefor.” 

That is, shall be liable for having erected, er 
for having used the improvement, at any time 
prior tothe patent. But with respect to the 
use of it, after the issuing of the patent, rio pro- 

ection whatever is afforded against the claim for 
damages, under this law. _ 

The next inquiry is—does the general law 
give to theplaintiff a right of vecovery against 
a person who erected a machine prior to the is- 
suing of a patent to the first inventor of it, and 
who afterwards made use of the same. 

The act of the 17th April, 1800, which as to 
this point is the only law in force, declares that 
if any person, without permission from the inven- 
tor, shall make, devise, use or sell the thing 
whereof the exclusive right is secured to the 
patentee, he shall pay three times the damage 
sustained by the patentee, to be ascertained by 
a jury. Now whatever doubts might have ex- 
isted as tothe meaning of the words “ devise 
and use,” in the 5th section of the act of 2Ist 
February, 1793, thus connecting the using with 
the devising of the improvement, there can be 
none under the 3d section of the aet of 1800, 
which repeals the whole of the Sth section of 
the old Jaw. 

It is plain that the using of an improvement 
invented by another, and secured by patent, is 
of itself an offence. no matter at what time such 
improvement was devised or made. Whether 
the word “ devise,” which has been a good deal 
criticised, is synonymous with make, as one of 
the plamntitf’s counsel scemed to think, or means 
to invent, amere act of the mind, a consiruction 
which, whether it be to make, or ta contrive, to 
plan, form or design, itis unnectssary in this 
case to decide, because the charge against the 
defendant is the waing of the plaintiff’s improve- 
ments, unconnected with the making or devis- 
ig it. 

But it is objected to this construction, that it 
would render the law ex post facto in its opera- 
tion, in respect to one who has erected his im- 
provement prior to the granting of the patent to 
the plaintife 

It must be admitted that cases of great hard- 
ship may occur, if after aman shall have gone to 
the expense of crecting a machine, for which 
the inventor has not then and never may obtain 
a patent, he shall be prevented from using: it by 
the grant of asubsequent parent and its relation 
back to the patentee’s prior invention. But the 
Jaw in this case cannot be termed ex post facto, 
or even retrospective in its operation, because 
the general law declares beforehand, that the 
right tothe patent belongs to him who is the 
first inventor, even before the patent is granted , 
and therefore avy person who, Knowing that an- 
other is the first ‘inventor, yet doubting whether 
that ther will ever apply for a patent, procecds 
to construct a machine, of which it may after- 
wards appear he is not the first inventor, acts at 
his peril, and with a full knowledge of the law, 
that by relation back to the first invention a sub- 
sequent patent may cut him out of the use oi 
the machine thus erected 

Not only may individuals be injured by a lib- 
eral construction of the words in the law, but 
the public may suffer if an obstinate or negili- 
gent inventor should decline obtaining a patent, 
and at the same time keep'others at arins length, 
so as to prevent them from profiting by the 1n- 
vention for a length of time, daring which the 
fourteen vears are notrunning on. But all these 
hardships must rest with congress to correct 
It is beyond our power to apply a remedy. No 
such hirdships exist in this case, where the de- 
fendant crected the improvement, with a knowl- 
edpe not only that the plainutl was the first in- 
yentor, but had absolutely obtained a patent al- 
though it was afterwards declared invalid. 

The circumstances of this case render it un- 
necessary to give an opinion as to the right of a 
first inventor after patent obtaimed, to recover 
against one, who believing himself to be the first 
inventor, constructs a machine or improvement 
upon the principles of his new mvention, or uses 
the same after such patent issued. 

Upon the point of notice, we think that the 
act of 1808 being a private act, the defendant is 
liable, only ftom the time he received notice of 
the law. JUDGMENT ror PLAINTIFF.
